Office. This is a sad change 


from the days when, under Lord 
Salisbury and Lord’ Lansdowne, 
the Upper House was looked 
upon as the proper initiatory 
chamber for pronouncements on 
Foreign affairs. Now, as then, 
the benches contain many noble 
Lords who are specially we 
qualified to debate and to give 
information on the subject. Earl 
Stanhope himself would, as Lord 
Peel pointed out, be an admir- 
able exponent of’ Foreign policy 
‘but he is Under-Secretary of 
State for War and the statement 
which he made, although au- 
thoritative, lost much of its 
appeal from the cireumstitee 
that the House was not able te 
discuss it with the vigour and 
reality which would be generated 
were the spokesman more than 
distinguished Minister deputis- 
ing for another department. So 
the Government's reply. to the 
interesting and well-informed 
speeches of Lord Peet and his 
supporters seemed listless and 
unimaginative. It gave a valu- 
able summary of recent history 
and a discreet vindication of the 
official policy but its assessment 
of the future conduct of British 
relations with China lacked that 
positive note which might have 
been forthcoming had the 
Foreign Secretary himself been 
able to take part'in the debate. 
Tt is all to the good in these days 
that the House of Commons 
should aspire to intimate associa 
tion with discussions on Foreign 
wffairs, but it will be unfor- 
tunate if full use is not made of 
the wealth of experience and 
knowledge which the House of 
Lords must always be able to 
offer when that subject is under 
review. Whether reform of the 
House of Lords could cover 
adoption of the practice now 
observed in some of the Mother 
of Parliament's offspring Legisla- 
tures and empower a Minister of 
the Crown with Cabinet rank to 
speak, although not vote, in the 
“other place,” is a matter for 
experts to decide. It would pos- 
sibly ‘be a welcome solution of 
the problem. 

But, making all allowances for 
the circumstances of its delivery, 
Lord Stanhope’s statement j 
fied the view that the Govern- 
ment’s Far Eastern policy would 
not be the worse for some tonic 
mixture. Impeceably correct as 
its attitude may be, the Govern- 
ment does not appear yet to 
realise the emphasis” wi 
British observers interested 
China would lay on” the signi- 
ficance of recent developments. 
Nor is it unreasonable to suggest 
that Chinese friends of Great 
Britain would themselves wel- 
come the adoption of a more 
positive policy by the British 
Government in its relations with 
the people and Government of 
this country.

Whether “Appreciative’s” sag- 
gestion for the continuation of

way clearly to avoidance of a 
charge of “merely waiting upon 





considerable importance and, 
certainly, much interest. One of 
the curious features of the fierce 








‘ionalism asserting itself in 
the world to-day is its ineom- 
patibility with the trend of 
thought among the better minds 
of all nations. That perhaps is 
one reason why those countries 
which have abandoned them- 
selves body and soul to the 
nationalist frenzy have had to 
take measures for the complete 
control of public opinion. In 
private conversations intelligent 
‘men of whatever race could not 
possibly maintain some of the 
theses which their spokesmen in 
the Government unblushingly 
sponsor. So while discussion 
of peace-preservation plans tri 
up on technical and political 
obstacles, to which extreme 
nationalist fervour makes due 
contribution, there is abroad in 
most countries a strong body of 
rank-and-file opinion to streng- 
then the hands of sane inter- 
nationalism. Governments are 
not to be blamed; they have to 
keep in mind the possibilities on 
the basis of past experience. 
‘They cannot move swiftly in the 
‘attempt to get abreast of world- 
opinion. It is noteworthy that 
General Goering, only the other 
day, was impelled to give assur- 
ances of his strong conviction as 
a soldier that war was an evil to 
avoid rather than a portent to be 
welcomed. That dictum clashed 

ith some of the General's pre- 
vious pronouncements and de- 
finitely with his actions. Never- 
theless it may have been a 
sincere reflection of the effect 
created on his mind by closer 
contact with his countrymen’s 
aspirations, 

So, in this matter . of Sino- 
Foreign relationships, there is 
ever the need to make public 
manifestations tally with private 
contacts. Nothing is to be 
jeained by forcing the pace. The 
artificial effort which seeks to 
enjoin on a haphazard collection 
of Chinese and Foreigners the 
duty of a cordial fraternis: 
may be well-meaning. It is 
doomed to failure. And, too 
often, the emphasis laid on the 
virtues of co-operation defeats 

own ends. No doubt Chinese 
observers have their own views 
on this subject. It is possible 
to conceive them declaring that 
education among themselves is 
necessary stimulus to the 
reservation of sound relations 
with Foreigners. No less neces- 
uch a precaution for 
The men who make 
re seldom those who 
throw obstacles in the way of 
co-operation. They discover the 
qualities of the otner nation and 
the discovery embraces com- 
prehension of the basic fact that 
both have many virtues as well as 
idiosynerasies in common, What 
seemed before to be contumacy 
turns out to be the product of x 
logic wrongly applied; what. 
‘seemed to be aloofness is reduced 
to terms of a modest diffidence. 
After making these contacts 
their eventual disappointment 
‘comes not from the friends just 
made but rather from their own. 
countrymen who, they find, are 
still lost in the mists’ of 
obscurantism—not out of any. 
special perversity but because of 
sheer ignorance. 

Foreigners, on their side, find 
this difficulty supremely insis- 
tent. They are saddled with the 
Tong-accepted doctrines. which 
take their origin from the ear! 
days of foreign entry into Chin: 
or rather into the East. Tra 
lers’ tales, setting out dogmati- 
cally to catalogue the charac- 
teristics of the strange peoples 
‘met in the course of 
continue to exercise a weird 
authority over minds which 
should be but are not modern. 
It is easy to imagine a Chinese 
traveller, returning to his own 
people in the heart of Sze-| 
chuen, dwelling in amused 
bewilderment on some of the 
curious habits of western 
nations as gathered by im- 
pressions hastily formed in 
Shanghai, to go no further afield. 
Similarly’ the artless merchant 
or soldier, féted in his native 
Somersetshire, will find it im- 
Possible to expound the philoso- 
phy of modern China but will 
readily attract and maintain 
interést in detailing some of the 
exotic traits of Chinese society,

Thus the 1938-34 Budget of the 
Commonwealth, which opened 
fon October 4,'while increasing 
expenditure by £1,700,000 grant- 
fed remissions "in taxation 
amounting to £7,500,000, | the 
latest and most emphatic indica- 
tion that Australia has su 
mounted her serious financial 
land economic conditions. It is 
of importance to note the state 
of affairs prevailing when 
Australia commenced her gigan- 
tic effort to get out of the 
muddle into which her finances 
had been involved. Falling ex 
port prices and a sudden cessa. 
tion of overseas borrowing had 
caused a heavy loss of her 
national income and resources. 
The loss was suffered first by 
primary producers and by pro- 
ducers who had been engaged on 
public works, but it soon spread 
to all sections of the community 
and the whole economy was 
upset. The balance of trade 
was adverse, unemployment was 
high, budget deficits reached 

larming figures, profits almost 
vanished and by’ the commence- 
ment of 1931 a financial crisis 
seemed imminent. 

Happily the issue was resolved 
in May of that year, prior to 
which month, when ‘the Pre- 

’s Plan was agreed upon, 
the Commonwealth Arbitration 
‘Court had cut the basic wage by 
10 per cent, extensive credits 
had been advanced by the State 
governments to the banks, and 
Australia had gone off the gold 
standard. The Premiers’ Plan 
provided for a reduction of at 
least 20 per cent. in all public 
expenditure, a conversion of 
internal public debt to a lower 
rate of interest, and a reduction 
in private interest and rents.

‘The foundation of budgetary 
‘equilibrium was laid, reductions 
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effected in the matter of all fixed 
charges, and the government was 
consequently able to continue its 
policy of financing deficits and 
loan works pending the stabilisa- 
tion of budgets and the resump- 
tion of normal government 
borrowing in the domestic 
market. “Adjustments such as 
these brought about — speedy 
relief; Australian credit was 
Jquickly restored and the founda- 
tious of the. economic recovery 
which has of recent months 
been so apparent, particularly 
with the excellent ‘prices obtain- 
ed this year for the wool clip, 
firmly established. There are 
still, it is true, causes for 
anxiety. There is insufficient 
stability in the internal 
price structure; unemployment, 
though definitely declining, is 
still above normal and budgets 
including heavy sinking fund 
payments,” are not completely 
haianced. It is expected, how- 
ever, that a continuance ‘of the 
present policy together with a 
further increase in export prices, 
—they have already advanced by 
some thirty per cent.,—steady 
progress will be made’ towards 
the end which the Common- 
‘wealth has in view, though com- 
plete achievement cannot well be 
expected for some time to come.

economic complaints come to 
be considered in all their 
aspects, it becomes clear that 


the Australian leaders followed 
a middle course of reduction 
ot coate—even, with regard to 
wages and that is a process 
niways likely to be bitterly, 
contested by the earner,—cur- 
veney depreciation, and ‘credit 
expansion, and though it is early 
to estimate the full effect of the 
programme which has now stood 
the test of two years working, 
there is sufficient ground to 
justify the belief that no one of 
the remedies by itself could have 
done much towards relieving the 
situation was it stood prior to 
1981. It required no littl 
courage on the part of) 
leaders to proceed towards them. 
reduction of fixed charges and 
cuts in all costs, and no small 
amount of sanity’ on the part of 
the people to accept such blows 
without more active resistance 
than was manifested at the time. 
[t might very well be that the 
Australian economic system was 
well suited for the experiment; 
what is more certain is that the 
readiness of the Australian to 
accept the general — sacrifice 
entailed was ‘probably the 
greatest contributing factor to 
the success which has already 
been achieved and the greater 
xain which it is confidently 
anticipated will follow. 

In the case of Ireland every 
day that passes with Mr. de 
Valera in the saddle renders 
more improbable the prospect of 
an Irish recovery. ‘Through 
that leader's relentless applica- 
tion of his policy of disloyalty 
to the British Commonwealth, 
and his desire to secure popular 
following by rash expenditure 
which marked a portion of 
Australia’s contribution to her 
own original difficulties, the 
Irish Free State has been plung- 
ed into a financial and economic 
muddle which should never have 
occurred. And at this late hour, 
when nothing but the flux of 
time is necessary to bring about 
the declaration of definite seces- 
sion, one of the most dramatic 
warnings that a leader can ever 
have has been given to him, The 
Free State cannot borrow any 
more money at present rates, and 
an increase in the interest offer- 
ed will amount to nothing ‘nore 
than an official confession of the 
insecurity of any loan that it 
might be desired to float in the 
future. Any attempt to secure 
greater revenues for the govern- 
ment at Dublin by an increase 
of taxation will tend to create 
an indignation which Mr. de 
Valera may very well not sur- 
vive, though his government may 
last long enough to do all the 
damage which it seems posaible 
to forecast by reason of the 
eccentricity of his political be- 
haviour. And thus an interest 























ing contrast is presented. Au 
tralia, whose position two and a 
haif years ago was consideret 
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well nigh hopeless, has staged 
a partial recovery within the 
‘Commonwealth of the Empire, by 
the-pursuit of a middle course 
which has almost created amaze- 
ment: the Free State within the 
same period has wilfully em 
‘barked upon a course of condus: 
calculated to remove it without’ 
the Commonwealth, the financial 
and economic consequences of 
which have already become ap- 
parent long before Mr. de 
Valera’s policy has reached its 
desired conclusion. 
GERMANY’S PLAN

If is all to the yood that Herr 
Hitler has produced a specific 
statement of Germany's require 
ments for satisfaction of her 
claim to equality. It adopts the 
militia basis accepted by the 
British Draft Convention. It is 
accompanied by a readiness to 
sign non-aggression pacts with 
neighbouring states. Sir John 
Simon has summed up the pro- 
lem as that of reconciling Ger- 
aman equality with French seeur- 
ity. It might also be added 
that the complexity of the whole 
situntion may he compared with 
that of the small school where 
none of the boys are naughty all 
the time but none of them are 
yood all the time. ‘The effort of 
the schoolmaster to find that 
zero hour which gives a clear 
aheet to everyone is perhaps that 
to which Sir John's attention 
‘will be directed during his forth- 
coming Christmas busman’s 
holiday. Being wise after the 
event, it is easy to recognise the 
serious defects of the Treaty of 
Versailles. On that account 
alone Germany has won much 
sympathy. Since the Hitler re- 
gime assumed power France has 
been remarkably restrained—a 
restraint not entirely due to 
internal political uncertainties 
Indeed the combination of out- 
‘spoken Germany intransigence 
and pathetically naive attempts 
to camouflage _ inconvenient 
official Nazi utterances—as for 
example the bowdlerisation of 
Herr Hitler's boole for foreign 
‘consumption and other features 
‘of press control—has been 
‘observed in France with quiet, 
satisfaction. It has done, more 
than any eloquence by French 
statesmen to expose the reality 
of France's insistence on secu 
ity. Meanwhile the crisis in 
‘America has removed from 
Enrope, for the time being, the 
full foree of American direction 
of Europe's rehabilitation. This 
cuts both ways. It has con- 
vineed Amerien perhaps that 
some of Europe's wickedness was 
not quite 80 perverse as the 
Hoover era of prosperity might 
impatiently have suggested. It 
has deprived Europe of 8 
stabilising influence which might 
have facilitated the tackling of 
the fundamental economic 
difficulties,

Riddell 
ascribed the successes to the 
Prime Minister’s latest speech, 
to Mr. Asquith’s failure in the 
House of Commons to stage a 
“eome-back” and to intensified 
eo-operation between Coabition 
Liberals and the Conservatives. 
Mr, Lloyd George agreed. His

How many of the public realise 
the number of tests und various 
processes which the dollar “manu- 
factured at the Central Mint to-day 
jnas to go through? A few days 
‘ago Ly courtesy of the mint authori- 
ties, a representative of the “North- 
China “herald” was given the! 
opportunity of seeing for himself 
Jjust how a dollar is manufactured. 

‘The Mint buildings are situated 
Jat the north end of Gordon Road 
jin Chapei and occupy some 80 
mow of land. ‘There are some 700 
men employed. The mint is run on 
three departments, the Absay, 
Melting aud Coining department 

The first room to which the visi- 
tor is shown is the Assay depart 
unt’ where. the property of the: 
iver submitted to the 
analysed. "The rooms are 
fand supplied with large windows 
to-ensure proper lighting. “It is in 
thie room that all the melted down 
ver is taken before being passed 
‘suitable for the manufacture of 
dollars. 

Melting and Refining 


The next department is the melt- 
inge and refining department, where 
the $1,000 central mint bars are 
turned’ out.
